Federal Aid Project 
According to the Haydcn-Cart- 
wright bill, it is mandatory that 25 
percent of the allotment of federal 
funds to the state he used for the 
separation of grade crossings. Par* 
of the fund in this case will be allot- 
ted to the railroad, thus dividing the 
cost three ways among the railroad, 
the state and the federal government. 
Estimated cost of the Ubcrtyville 
improvement is ?60.0O0 excluding dam- 
age to properly involved. 

Crossing Called Menace 
The grade crossing in Libcrtyville 
is considered a menace and the high- 
way builders admit that it would be 
folly to widen Milwaukee avenue ana 
not eliminate the death trap in the 
heart of the village. 

Milwaukee avenue is a four-lane 
trafllc artery from Cook county north 
to Half Day. but the state highway 
program calls for the widening of the 
road as far as Libcrtyville. It pro- 
poses to widen the streets, to a lesser 
degree through the business district 
and elevate Us grade over the rail- 
road tracks.

Overlapping Taxation 

A recent summary issued by the United States Treas- 
ury Department serves again to call attention to tiie ex- 
tent of overlapping taxation imposed, by the Federal and 
state governments and once more brings up tiie query: 
"Where will it all end?" 

According to tills summary, In 1935 tiie Federal gov- 
ernment collected $2,271,400,000 from six tax sources-es- 
tates and inheritances, individual incomes, corporation in- 
comes. gasoUne, Uquor and tobacco. From tiiese same six 
sources, tine various states withdrew $1,049.900,000 -a 
total burden to tiic nation's taxpayers on these six sources 
alone of over tiiree and a quarter billion dollars. 

The problem is one of growing seriousness, yet its 
practical solution is as yet far from clear. There Is no 
agreement between Federal ^nd the various state govrn- 
nmts regarding what type of taxes ought to be reserved 
exclusively to the Federal government. There is no 
agreement regarding tiie equiuble division of any tax. 
For example, tiie Federal government taxes the individual

The problem of unemployment looms almost as large 
today as it did at the abysmal low point Industry has 
pledged itseU to do all witiiin its power to curb this m- 
tolerable condition, and in doing tiiat it must have tiie 
help of government, to tiie extent tiiat no legislation be 
passed which will frighten and discourage the investor— 
the source of all productive employment 

It would be well for us all, on tiie tiircshold of the 
new year, to look abroad at dictator-ridden Europe. In 
many great countries the free press has" been abolished. 
Free speech has become a crime. All criticism of those 
in power has been silenced witii imprisonment and deatii. 
In some countries tiie right to worship has been abro- 
gated by law, the state has been made Divine, tiie dictator 
In power must be regarded as a god. and tiie individual 
has been reduced to an actual state of slavery. 

While we pity the citizens of those nations, and won- 
der tiiat such things could have come to pass in this 
century, we can learn an invaluable lesson from their 
plight We still live under a Constitution that guarantees 
us freedom of religion, freedom of speech and freedom of 
the press. Upon the preservation of that Constitution and 
the liberties it guarantees depends tiie future of the 
United States and the American people. In tiie pursuit of 
an economic millenium we must not sacrifice national 
ideals and principles tiiat are tiie very lifeblood of 
democracy.

London.— That there is a lucra- 
tive market in the art centers of 
Europe and America for stolen art 
objects, particularly pictures, is a 
postulate advanced by Uva art ex- 
pert of the Times of London; that 
this market is fed by a well-organ- 
ized gang of expert robbers is an- 
other; his conclusion is that the pa- 
trons of the market are some of tlie 
best kno\v^^. but unscrupulous, col- 
Icclors in the world. 

In his attempts lo furnish proofs 
for his postulates and support lor 
his conclusion he writes: 

••The trial of the Thomas gang. 
a body of tradesmen by day, who 
made wholesale robberies from 
Fi-ench museums and churches by 
night, revealed that the art irad-a 
of London, Paris, and New York 
unfortunately included members 
who were ready to become rcctjiv- 
ers 0/ stolen property.

Antoinc Thomas, wlio 
received a heavy sentence, boasted 
at the trial that in two years he had

Slcal Substitutes. 
"When in 1920 Romney's superb 
portrait of Mrs. Davenport made 
tiie record figure of 00.800 pnunds 
at Christie's rooms few present at 
the sale were aware that it was 
nearly secured by a band of art 
thieves. The owner of the picture, 
Sir William Bromely - Davonport, 
leaving his London flat unoccupied, 
had the piclur,' sent lo liis seal in 
Cheshire, anntiier picture being sub- 
stituted. Enon after his deparlure 
burglars ct.lered the flat and ripped 
the subsutute picture from its 
frame: nothing has been heard of 
iisi.'ice.

r> "The famous manuscript known 
as the Cardigan Chaucer, stolen by 
a Belgian reiuKoe from Lady Car- 
digan's seat, Dcone Park, was mi:5.s- 
ing for nearly ten years after tlio 
theft, It was found in the library 
of a college near New York. 

"A member of the family chanced 
1 read a paragraph in a Scandi- 
navian paper that the manuscript 
had been bought by an American 
college. Investigation followed and 
it transpired that it was first sold 
in London for 50 pounds, purchased 
by a New York buyer for 850 pounds 
and resold to tlve college for 4,000 
pounds. It was at once handed back 
and later sold by auction, 

Morgan a Victim. 

"The late John Pierpont Morgan 
was on more than one occasion the 
victim of art thieves. He bought 
for a large sum the famous cope 
stolen from the cathedral at Ascoli 
from a dealer who had acquired it 
in the ordinary course of business. 
"When its history came lo light Mr. 
Morgan aj once pre sented it_ to, its 



righTfiil owners, tlie Italian govern- 
ment. The thefts of Gainsborough's 
portrait of the Duchess of Devon- 
shire and Lenardo's 'Mona Lisa, 
both of which pictures were fortu- 
nately recovered, are too familiar 
lo need recapitulation. 

"During the present century the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, the 
London Museum, the National Por- 
trait Gallery, the Wallace Collec- 
tion, the Guildhall Art-Gallery, the 
Royal Academy and the Painted 
Han, Greenwich, have all suffered 
at the hands of art thieves. 

"To prevent thefts from museums 
is by no means an easy matter. 
Visitors naturally object to too close 
; a surveillance, and if the present 
I system were strengthened a visit to 
I a museum would be robbed of much 
I of its feeling of freedom from re- 
straint. The area of some museums, 
too, makes it practically impossible 
for the staff to watch every exhibit. 
There are, for instance, at the Vic- 
toria and Albert museum, several 
miles of galleries, and a few min- 
utes alone is unfortunately all-suf- 
ficient for the thief to carry out his 
plan."

General Construction 
Takes Big Jump.

Washington.— Americans spent 119 
per cent more oh home building 
in the first ten months of this year 
than in the similar period of 1935, 
Miss Frances Perkins, secretary of 
labor, reports. General construe* 
tion, Miss Perkins added, jumped 
67 per cent and each branch of the 
construction industry showed hand- 
some gains. 

"Building construction activity In 
October, measured by the value of 
permits issued, showed an increase 
over September of more than 4 per 
cent," Secretary Perkins said. "The 
Increase over the preceding month 
in the value of permits issued was 
shared by six of nine geographic 
divisions, with gains registered In 
the value of new residential build- 
ings, new non-residchtial buildings 
and additions, alterations and re- 
pairs to existing structures. 

"Compared with October, 1935, all 
types of building construction 
showed decided gains, the value of 
residential buildings for which per- 
mits were issued increased 6G per 
cent; non-residential buildings, U 
per cent, and additions, alterations 
and repairs, 22 per cent. The value 
of all buildings for which permits 
were issued during the month is 
more than 35 per cent greater than 
for October, 1935. 

"During the first ten months of 
1930 permits were issued for build- 
ings in cities with a population of 
10,000 or over valued at $1,116,733,- 
000. This represents a gain of 67 
per cent over the first ten months of 
1935. The value of the new resi- 
dential buildings for which permits 
were Issuad during these months 
amounted to $508,952,000 and for the 
ten months of 1936 over the same 
period the value of new non-reslden- 
tlal buildings increased 44 per cent 
and the value of additions, altera- 
tions and repairs 32 per cent." 

New York has not been passed 
over in the resumption of activity 
in the construction industry. Apart- 
ment houses to cost over $10,000,000: 
in the Bronx, $2,000,000 worth of 
apartment houses in Brooklyn, $D00,- 
000 worth in Manhattan, more than 
$2,200,000 worth in Queens and a 
single, mercantile building in the 
same borough to cost over $500,000 
were .all features of the Labor de- 
partment report. 

In Detroit factories costing more 
than $700,000 and in Milwaukee fac- 
tories to cost $225,000 were in work. 
In October alone $18,170,294 worth 
of residential building contracts 
were let In 320 cities in the Middle 
...iLHiic Slates — about $4.00C.OOO 
more than in September. In New 
York City $16,:U1,111 worth of 
building was . done In October. 



Jack Rabbits Source of 

Heavy Lo8» to Farmers 

Denver.— Jack rabbits long have 
been a source of worry to Colorado 
farmers, whose crops ' they dam- 
age and destroy in part every year. 

A recent survey by the Colorado 
biological division has the farmers 
more worried than ever. The sur- 
vey disclosed that ll.B jack rabbits 
consume as much feed as a 120- 
pound sheep "and 58.8 rabbits would 
consume as much feed as a 750- 
pound cow. Farmers are wonder- 
ing Just how many of the pests 
would be required to eat all the 
feed in the state. 

During the ' summer farmers 
make war on the rabbits with poi- 
soned oats and shotgun or rifle. 

In the winter they band together 
and conduct hunts with clubs by 
surrounding several secttons of land 
and driving the rabbits toward the 
center. In the center is a pen Into 
which many of them are driven 
while others are killed as they at- 
tempt to escape through the lines of 
men. 

It is not unusual to see a pile of 
nearly 10,000 rabbits at the close of 
a hunt of this sort. Sometimes the 
drives are made with guns and the 
rabbits are shot as they run from 
the circle. 
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Kidd Treasiire Hunt 

Is On in Bay State 

Wellfleet, Mass. — After being 
spurred on by tales of Indian and 
pirate activities and the belief 
that Captain Kidd buried his 
much-discussed treasure in this 
vicinity, townspeople have be- 
come amateur archeologists. 

Wielding picks and shovels, 
treasure and pirate loot. Several 
arrowheads, a stone hammer and 
hatchets, also preces of petrified 
pcttei7 already have been found. 



Plans to Restore Fort 

in Arizona Approved 

Tucson. Ariz. — Fort Lowell, 
eight miles northeast of Tucson, is 
to be restored as nearly as pos- 
sible to its condition of the 60's and 
70's, when it was the principal mil- 
itary post in Southern Arizona for 
protecting settlers from raiding 
Apaches. 

Restoration plans of the National 
park service have been given their 
final okay at .Washington, and a 
CCC camp is to be located at Low- 
ell this winter. The commandant's 
quarters and the hospital will be 
reconstructed and measures taken 
to preserve standing remains of oth- 
er buildings. A lane of cottonwood 
trees that was the glory of the 
desert fort before its abandonment, 
many years ago, will be replanted. 



Spelling Profit 
Noah Webster was bom In Hart-f 
ford. Conn., son of a farmer. A fail- 
ure as a lawyer, he turned to teach- 
ing and text-book writing. He was 
twenty - six when he published 
"Grammatical Insitute of the Eng- 
lish Language," which made him 
famous. This consisted of a spelling 
book, reader and grammar, and so 
successful was his speller that the 
income from it alone was sufficient 
to support him and his family dur- 
big the 20 years he was at work on 
his dictionary. More than 65.000,000 
copies were sold. He mastered 23 
languages In order to compile his 
dictionary— eight of them he taught 
himself within five years! 



Strange Disaster

Study in 8,806 Schools 

San Francisco, Calif.— Education 
throughout the United States is go- 
ing "movie", so steadily that at 
the present time audio visual edu- 
cation—or talkies— is employed in 
8,806 school systems in the 48 states, 
officials of the University of Cali- 
fornia have announced. 

California, with a school popula- 
tion of 1,551,510, possesses and uses 
849 motion picture projectors. It 
ranks as the third highest in the 
Union in this respect. As for motion 
picture cameras for the production 
of educational films California 
ranks first, having 70 such units 
of equipment. New Jersey is sec- 
ond with 58. 

As regards audio visual educa- 
tion as a whole. New York ranks 
first. With a school population of 
1,885,207, the state has 1,298 pro- 
jectors. 

Pennsylvania is the second rank- 
ing state, haying 958 projectors for 
fa school population of 1,498,606.

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THE handkerchief which we take 
so much for granted was once 
a luxury permitted only to those of 
noble birth. A Hungarian qu«en of 
the Fourteenth century owned one 
.fiilk handkerchief profusely embroid- 
ered and by decree of a German 
king in the Sixteenth century the 
, handkerchief was permitted to 
those of noble birth only. 

The first record of a handker> 
chief appears on an old Assyrian 
bas-relief, but even so Persia docs 
not seem to have adopted it. Ac- 
cording to Zenophon, Cyrus the 
Great in Persia forbade his sub- 
jects to blow their noses. In Egypt, 
at this time, royal subjects dried 
their tears on the bottom of their 
man tics. 
< Square handkerchiefs originated 
In France. Louis XTV made a law 
that all handkerchiefs, regardless 
of size and texture, must be made 
, as broad as they were long. 

Concerning the handkerchief as 
we of this day and age know It, as 
sands of the sea does it number, 
while fashion plays it up In every 
conceivable mood as a smart ac- 
cent to the costume. 
' Not only Is the modern handker- 
chief a "friend indeed In the time 
of need" but it is created a "thing 
of beauty" — a "Joy forever" too, 
for the wedding kohlkerchief 



sketched at the top In the illustra- 
tion proves just that, since it is a 
perfectly exquisite type such as the 
modern bride carries, to be handed 
down from generation to genera- 
tion. Made of sheerest of hapd- 
woven linen it is embroidered in 
fine seed, appcnzcl type needlework, 
the entire center spoked In squares. 
The flower centers in each corner 
are embellished with real pearls 
(48 in number), an accessory which 
becomes an heirloom even as the 
flne veil and lace may be handed 
down to posterity. However, deli- 
cate though it is in appearance It 
may be laundered. 

Other kohlkerchiefs (new name 
in modern fashion parlance for cer- 
tain high-type handkerchiefs) have 
literally traveled half way round the 
world before they reached the 
United States. Here's how — the flax 
was raised in Belgium, then sent to 
Ireland where it was made into 
sheerest linen, much of it hand- 
woven. The linen was sent to China 
where It was cut into the required 
sizes, stamped with designs created 
by American artists and embroid- 
ered by skilled Chinese needle- 
women whose art dates back 2,000 
years. When the handkerchiefs are 
finished to the last degree of perfec- 
tion and artistry they are sent to 
America. ,■

May 1, 1784, under the name 
of Columbia university. The site has 
l*een changed three times and con- 
sists of 17^ acres lying between 
116th and I20th streets, Amsterdam 
avenue and Broadway, New York 
city. In 1896 the college was re- 
organized as a university.
